(Llomorandum  of  Facts   to  Explain  Cut   of  Map) 

1«     Boundary  Adjustment.     r/hy?   -  Y/hon  Yellowstone  National  Park  was  created  in 
1872,    information  regarding   to    country  was  nioa,  t  j  ,     No  maps  woro   available* 
Lines  woro   drawn  without   any  relation  to   topographic  features.      The  north   line 
was  drawn  oast  and  west    through  the   junction  of  the  Yellowstone-  and  Gardiner 
Rivers;      the  south  line  was  drawn  through  a  point   ten  miles   south  of  the  southern 
most   point    :f   Lake   Yellowstone;      the   east    line  was   drawn  through  a  point   ten 
miles   east   of  the    easternmost  point   of  Lake  Ycllov/stono;      and  the  west  boundary 
is   a  line  ir?wn  through  a  point   fifteen  miles  west   of  the  westernmost  point   of 
She  shone  LakOo 

Thus   a  rectangle  62  miles   long  and  54  miles  wide  was   formed.      The   boundaries 
ascended  high  mountains  and  descended   into  doop  valleys.     River  headwaters 
naturally  -belonging  to   the  Park  wore  loft    outside,   and  watersheds  were  included 
that  naturally  belonged  to  adjacent  territory* 

The  present  proposal    is   intended  primarilv  to   correct   these  arbitrary  and 
unnatural  lines,    and  givo  the   Parle  a  boundary  that   conforms,  wherever  possible, 
to  natural    topographic   features   -  mountain  tops,   rivers,    otc. 

2.      The  Now  Boundaries.     VTharo  are   They?   -   The   proposed  boundary  adjustment  be- 
gins   in   the   Gallatin  region  near  the  northwest   corner   of  the    Park,    and  from  the 
Grallatin  River  follows  mountain  tops  and  high  ridges   around  Daly,   Black  Putte  , 
and   Specimen  Creeks,  which   flow  toward  and   in  the  ease  of  Specimen  Greek   into, 
the  Park.      This  boundary  change  will   bring  into   the  Park  a  fine  Petrified 
Forest,   and  lands  containing  other   fossils,   and  will   greatly  enhance  public 
interest    in  the  Gallatin  approach   read  and  the   northwest    section  of  the  Parka 

The  next  boundary  change   is  also  on  the  north  line    in  Llontana.     The  head- 
waters  of   Pebble   Creek,   a  small  area  near    the  northeast   corner,  will   bo  added 
to   the  park,   the  new  line   following  the  divide  between  Pebble   and  Slough  Crocks 
and  between  Pebble   and   Soda  Butto  Creeks. 

Crossing   Soda  Butte   Crook   on  the  present   lines    at   the  northeast   corner, 
the   new  lino   would  at  once  run  to   the  top   cf   the  Alsaroka  Range  at   Republic 
Peak, .thence   along  the    summit  of   this  range   to  Avalanche  Peak  above   Sylvan  Pass, 
throwing  into   the   Park,   the   headwaters   of  Cache-,    Salfoc  and  killer  Creeks,    and 
throwing  out   of   the    Park   into  the    Shoshone  National   Forest,    the   drainages   of 
Jones,   Crow,    and  Bear  Crocks.      From  Avalanche   Pea:,    the  now  line  would  fellow 
the   high  ridges   on  both  sides   of  Middle   Creek,  where   the  Cody -Road   is   located, 
leaving   that    watershed   in  the  Park,  but  would  again  follow   the   summit   of   the 
Absarokas   southward  from  the  head  of  Middle    Crock,    throwing  cut   of  the    Park, 
Canfiold  and  Eagle   Creeks,   and  including   Thorofare  and    the   Upper  Yellowstone 
which  drain  into  the  Park. 

The  Absaroka  Range  joins   the    Continental  Divide   at   the    head  of   the   Yellow- 
stone, and   it    is  proposed  to    fellow  tho  Continental  Divide  with  the  new  lino 
back  to   the  present   south  boundary,   and  there,   take   the    Snake  River  as   the  new 
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line   around  to  the  present    south  entrance.      This  would  throw  out   of   the    Park 
all   sections   of  Big  Gamo  Ridge  and  Huckleberry  RicLgo  that  lio  within  the 
Yellowstone  at  the  present  time. 

Other  boundary  adjustments    in  the    south'/' st   corner  arc  "being  worked  out 
by  tho  National  Park  Service   and  tho  7orcst   Service. 

Thus,   much  of   the   north  lino,    all   of  thr   oast   line  and  most   of  tho    south 
line  will   conform  to   natural  boundaries    if   this   adjustment   is  made* 

3.  The  Teton  Mountains  .     Why  Add  Thorn  to  Yol  lov/stone?   -   It    is  also  proposed 
to   give   park  status   to  the  most   scenic   part    of  the   Teton  Mountains,   but  make 
them  a  separate   section  of  tho  Yellowstone  National  Park.      Only  the  spectacular 
part   of  tho  Tetons   from  the  summit   or  divide  eastward   is   involved.     Tiio  whole 
west   side  of  tho   ram;c  would  remain   in  the  national   forest.     Jackson  Lake  would 
not    be    included,   and   its   shores  will   be   available   for   summer  homes.      All   other 
lakes   and  adjacent    forest   lands   out   to   the  national   forest  boundary,    except 
where   private   holdings   con  bo   eliminated  by  changing  the  forest  line,  would  be 
included   in  the  now  park  area. 

The  Tetons   are   recognized  by  scenery  exports   as   among  the   finest  mountains 
in  tho  world.      It   has    long   been  the   policy  of  the    United  States   to   recognize 
and  dignify  its  most   beautiful  and  outstanding  scenic  and   other  natural  features 
by   setting  them  aside   as   national  parks,   and  stipulating  that   they  shall  be   kept 
forever    in  their   natural   state.      The  Tetons   are   entitled  to   this  recognition, 
and  to  the  protect  ion  which  park  status  will  give  to  them* 

4.  Protection  of  the  Tetons.     ^Thy  Cannot  They  be   Pro t o c..t c.d   in  Their  Present 
Status?   -   The  Tetons   are   nov;   in   the    Teton  National  Forest,   under   the   juris- 
diction of   tlx    U.    S.   Forest   Service.      This   bureau   is   required  by  law  to   develop 
the  resources  of  the   national  forests,   commercially,    in  such  a  way  as  to  use 
the   interest,    so  to   speak,  while  conserving  the    principal   of   its   property.      It 
should,    and  does,    permit  the  utilization  of   lakes   for   irrigation  and  power 
development;     timber  may  be  cut,  minin    may  be   carried  on,   and  sheep  and  cattlo 
may  bo  grazed  on  national   forest   lands,   under  well   formulated  and  executed 
policies   of  conservation.      The  Forest    Service,   however,   has   no   laws  under  which 
it   can  absolutely  protoct   an  area  like  tho  Tetons  from  any  form  of  utilization, 
and  thus    assuredly  prd^£&4"thc  exquisite   lakes   of  tho  region  and  the  timber 
areas  that  complete  the  beauty  of  the  Tetons. 

Several   of   tho  lakes   of  the    Teton  country,    including  Jenny  and  Leigh, 
would  have  been  destroyed  fivo  years    ago,  had  it  not  been  for  tho  withdrawal  tf 
tho   territory  in  aid  of  this  park  project. 

The  National  Park  Service   is   required  to  keep   its   territory  inviolate,    and 
may  only  permit   sufficient  development  to  enable  park  features   to  be  seen  and 
enjoyed,   "it    is  tho  only  organization  that   can  absolutely  Guarantee  the  pro- 
tection of  the  Tetons    from  commercial  exploitation.      This   point  was   recognized 
by  the  President's  CoordinatingGommission  that  passed  on  the  park  quality  of  the 
Tetons   this  past   sunmcr,    and  Col,  \7.    B.   G-rceley,   head  of   the  Forest    Sorvice,    as 
woll  as    Stephen  T.   Mather,   director   of   the  Park  3ervice,    concurred   in  the  pro- 
posal to  give  the  Tetons  a  park  status. 
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5.      The   State    of  'Vyomin;.      Could  it   Care   for    fh.   To  tons?   h  Not  unless   they 
should  bo  given  to    the   State  "by  Congress \  a  move  unlikely  to  "bo  made    in  view 
of   the   fact    that   Yosomitc  Valley  arri    tho  Mariposa  Crrovc   of  Big  Trees  word  con- 
veyed U    California   in  1864,   given  very  little  attention  by  the   Gtato  for  forty 
years,  and   finally  because    of  cost   of  protection  and  upkeep,   reconvoyed  to   the 
Federal   Govorrmcnt    in  1906. 

•  •      '"'ill   the    St  at  e   Lose  Anything  by  Park  Boundary  Adjustment    and  Teton  Addi- 
tion?  -  With  possible   exception  of  losing  the    taxes   on  two  or  three   ranches    in 
the  Teton  region,   amounting  perhaps   to    >00  cr  $500,   but   probably  much  loss, 
Wyoming  would  lose  nothing.      Territory  subject   to  game   control   that  would  be 
included  would  be  practically  offset   by  similar  territory  eliminated   from  the 
park  in  the    ~ast  ard    south  boundary  revision. 

7.      Hunt  ing  and  Fishing.     '  Tould  Those    Sports  be   Curtailed?   -  Fishing   is  per- 
mitted  in  the  Park,   and   the-    Park  assists   tho    State   in  stocking  streams   both 
east   and    south  of   its  present   boundaries.      The  Park  would  continue   to   stock 
waters   outside   of    its   new   lines,  and  otherwise   assist    the    State    in  fish  pro- 
pagation.     As    to   hunting,   the    Thorofare  country  would  bo   closed  to  hunting, 
"but  the  Commission  would  have   the  Big  Game   Ridge  region,    Huckleberry  Ridgo,   and 
the   valleys   eliminated   from  the   oastorn  part    of   the   Park  in  which  te   adjust 
hunting  privileges.     There  should  be  just  as  much  hunting  of  big  game  as  ovjr, 
and  perhaps  more,   because  with  natural  boundaries   for   the  Park,   the   Commission 
will   have  great  or   freedom   in  changing  hunting  areas. 

The  National  Park  Service  has  very  liberal   rules   rogardin':  passage   of 
hunting  outfits   through  tho  park,   and  under   a  new  plan  of   guide   licensing  to   be 
in  effect   next  year,   r:otricti_  lis   on  hunters  passing  through  the   Park  will  be 
fow  indeed. 

8.  Grazing.     V/ould  this  be   Curtailed?   -  Thoro  never  has   been  nny  grazing  of 
livestock   in  the  areas  proposed  for  addition  to  the  Park,   except    in  the    case 

of   "dude"    outfits.      A  special  provision  of   the  bill   providing  for    this   boundary 
revision  will  authorize  the   continuance   of  such  grazing.     This   is   also  permitted 
in  the  present  park* 

9.  gn^l  JHli  MP-1  Development.    -   The  National   Park   Service    is    interested   in 
the  preservation  of  tho  wilderness    character  of  the   Yel  low  stone  .      It   has  pro- 
posed  that   the    law  carrying  the  boundary  revision  into    effect   contain  a  pro- 
vision prohibiting  the    construction  of   any  new   roads    in  the    territory  that 
would  be   added  to   the  Park,  and  likewise,   prohibiting  hotel   or  permanent  camp 
dovolopment  except    along  existing  roads. 

The  Tetons  arc    already  sufficiently  accessible   by  roads.      The   Thorofare 
and  Upper  Yellowstone    should  never  have   roads,   but    should  be  maintained  for- 
ever  as   a  wilderness    area.     Hotels  and   other  resorts  are  already  in  operation 
in  the   Teton  region,    especially  along  Jackson  Lake .      These   enterprises  are 
serving  present    needs   of   the    public,   and  can  be   enormously  expanded   if  neces- 
sary      The  Lender-Yellowstone   Transportation  Company   is   capable   of   furnishing 
present    and  future    automobile    service    in  the  Teton  country.      The  utilities  of 
the  present  park  will  not   be   applicants    for  any  extension  of  their   service 
beyond  the   areas   affected  by  their  present   activities. 
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The   National   Park:  Service  v.* ill   continue   to  aid,    in  every  practicable  way, 
the   development   of   the    "dudo  ranch"   business   and1,   the  use   of  trail   outfits.      Q?his 
has   boon   its  policy  for  year

10.  Administration*  What  Change  is  Involved?  -  Only  q   transfer  of  control 
from  one  Federal  bureau- to  another  -  from  Forest  Service-  to  Park  SorvSco  i*a 
case  of  the  Tctons  and  Upper  Yol  lows  tone ,  from  Park  Service  tc  Forest  Service 
in  case  of  lands  tc  b;  eliminated  from  the  Ycllcv/stonc.  Practically  every  acre 
of  land  involved  in  the  transfer  is  owned  by  the  Ifnited  States.   Private  lands 
arc  limited  to  a  few  tracts  of  ranch  lands  in  the  Teton  region,  and  they  will 
net  be  affected  ly  change  of  jurisdiction.  There  are  thousands  of  acres  of 
ranch  lends  in  llacier  and  Rocky  Mountain  Parks. 

The  change  of  centre  1  will  be  evident  if  net  immediately,  then  ultimately, 
only  in  the  ICC  percent  conservation  of  all  natural  features  of  the  park  terri- 
tory as  extended,  whereas,  resources  of  adjacent  forest  lands,  as  needed,  v/ill 
be  exploited  and  developed  commercially  in  accordance  with  the  fundamental 
policies  of  the  U.  3.  Forest  Service. 


11*  Tao   Automobile  Fc-j.   Will  it  be  charged  in  the  Teton  Division?  -  No,  be- 
cause the  short  road  there  v/ill  run  in  and  out  of  the  park  area.   It  has  ny7?r 
been  the  policy  to  collect  the  fee  except  at  main  gateways.  The  foe  is  not 
collected  on  the  Gallatin  road  between  the  northwest  corner  and  Test  Yellow- 
stone;  nor  on  the  short  reads  into  the  southwest  corner.  Residents  of  Cooke 
City  are  awarded  complimentary  permits  to  all  roads,  because  their  only  means 
of  access  to  their  tfcwn  is  through  the  park. 

12,  Wyoming  and  the  Park.  -  Yellowstone  Park  is  in  Wyoming,  and  is  its  greatest 

tourist  lure.  Wyoming  publicity  pamphlets  always  give  liberal  space  to  the  Park, 

and  National  Park  Service,  booklets  and  pamphlets  numbering  well  over  a  million 
a  year,  toll  cf  the  Park  and  Wyoming. 

There  has  always  boon  close  cooperation  between  Park  and  State  officers, 
especially  in  road  and  fish  planting  problems.  With  park  funds  roads  28  miles 
oast  and  30  miles  south  of  the  park  were  built  and  are  still  maintained  by 
the  Park  organization.  The  original  road  ov^r  IHvogwotoo  Pass  was  built  with 
Park  funds.  '  In  no  other  state,  but  Wyoming,  has  Park  funds  been  authorized 
for  such  broad  outside  State  benefit. 

There  cannot  be  any  cause  now  or  hereafter  for  Wyoming  to  feel  anything 
but  pride  in  the  fact  that  Yellowstone  as  now  constituted,  or  as  enlarged  as 
proposed,  is  almost  entirely  within  her  borders.
